No sooner bed tbis journal placed the 
public u> possession ot tbo most impo-- 
tunt outlines of tbis precious leguuy cf 
feudalism, than our local contemporary 
1 jwored bis bead and made a rush at it 
-with all tbe fury witb wbloh a full-blood- 
ed Spunisb bull would attack a rod 
blanket, Woro it not for sundry ro«V 
sons, hereinafter to bo setf. rtb, we are 
froo to confess tbat wo should in a great 
measure share tbe indignation ot our 
contemporary altb ugh wo should hope 
tbat ludigiiuiion in gbt bo somevvliut 
U S 8 ehaiaeterzed by a blind lury wbiili 
is so apt to lead one into tbo commu- 
nion of innumerable little improprieties 
not always calculated to help tbu eaus 
in hnnd. It may bear roputitiou tbat 
tbo Ltff-isluuve Couuoil shortly to bt 
Convoked under the new constitution 
still in the bunds of the lugcurd consti- 
tuiiOa-tntklTs in London, will cotisisi 
ol ufiL-eu inoujber!', nine of whom tba.il 
be elected by tbo free vole of tbe people, 
the remaining six bring official or nou. 
elective. Such will be tbu composition 
ol tbo new Legislative (Jotiiicil wiiicn 
has been laceiiour-ly described us a 'six by 
nine' Jiou»o. To make toe most of 
tbe new Council, it will only be six by 
nine ; yet it is something ibat tbe peo- 
ple are to have the odd-. It cannot be 
denied thai such a Council will be uu 
improvement upon the existing one. 
From fourteen. official and nine quati- 
ele-uee me Ji bars, to six otfieiul and nine 
real elective members it-, without coti- 
tr versy, a decided step I n ttie direction 
ot complete political liberty ; and, a- 
8uch| miylu scarcely be presumed to 
juBtily nit the t-evere expletive.-* which 
liavc been hurled at it. Yet, alter 
Dialling due uiloivauco for tbe undeni- 
able comparative ineriis ot the uow con- 
Mtituiion, .ve trutikiy eoiibsa ttiut, re- 
garded apart fiom siieoial circumotuuees 
jiresonty to be adverted to, we could 
not consistently or conscteutiout-ly oculi- 
st)! u» quie.-coiit aueejjibucu by a pe iple 
fit lor, and justly ei. tilled to, thut lull 
measure of BOif-goverumtnt possessuu 
by the people ot Canuda. We desire 
to inviie particular uttouiion to this 
poiul ; tied Jet us cuckavor to approach 
it wuu camJor and decency: British 
Columl ia. is about to puss through a 
transition or intermedtato political con- 
dition. In order that wo may bo the 
better understood by our local contem- 
porary, lor we are especially, anxiously 
desiri u.s cl adapting the subject to his 
mental capacity, permit us to draw an 
illustration ltom a elur-B of natural his- 
tory known us Lepidoptera Let u-* 
select tbe cubbage^Ouiieifly, one of the 
ourliesl of tbe Outieilly lamily. For 
the first stuto of this delicate creatine 
we mUBt yo to u bed ol'cubbages, where

Possibly to lorce the 
caterpillar suddenly into tbe butterfly miitbt 
lie to bare less ot beauty and ay mmetry. Ibe 
ravenous j»ws might, prradveoiuie, be to 
some extent reiaiaeJ. Whatever the reason 
may be, ctriaiu it isjtl'nl in ibe oaae ol British 
Columbia nature is 10 be more oloaely let 
lowed, and tbe bug i«, as it were, to be bui 
up lor the winter. Well our position \« 
jiniply tbis : Tbe new or ' Hix by nine ' coo- 
slilutioo ib to bo called into oxiBmnce merely 
to curry the Colony through tba Iraurjitiou 
or iuteruiediaie condition, and, should all g 
well, tho Colony will emerge io early l| ting 
leaning in lbs sepulchere of ibe past both the 
onaryBalu ahell and tbe 1 six by tiioa * coo- 
siit'utioo. Such being Ibe cuse we b«ve 
little disposition to object ; and iae t'olooieir 
will be little despo ed to lollow the Standard 
of rovolt, and deluge tbe country with 
blood !

We 
Hindu a bed with our outer garment, laid upon 
the moss. We alepl till daybreak Wo had 
prepared everything, and ut 7 o'clock cutno 
the adieu, I had taken of my while petticoat 
which Morplain hung upon tho branches of a 
ireo. We drank the. laudanum. Wo suffered 
much, hut wo could not dio. Morplain said 
to mei 'I cannot bear it auy longer; I shall 
blow oui my bruins.' 1 cried out Una 1 would 
not be left alone with hid corpse, and I said, 
1 Shoot me here, ' (pointing to a spot whore a 
gaping wound in her breast was visible), I do 
not wish lo bo disfigured, Bad I entreated him 
lo him lo aim there, lie lired point-blank ' The 
correspondent of the Gdulios adds that the 
statement is verified by tho tact of tho chem- 
isu being burned and tho skin blackened by 
tho powder.
